Allowable Subject Matter 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose nor reasonably suggest a first bitstream 
including a first data table with a first onscreen display message, a second bit stream 
with a second table with an index that refers to the location of the first onscreen display 
message within the first data table and includes a second on screen display message, 
which is an urgent message with a higher priority than the first message, and a device 
which displays the second on-screen display message before the first onscreen display 
message as claimed by applicant. In particular, display of the second message before 
the first message does not allow for display of the first onscreen display message to be 
interrupted in order to display the second urgent on screen display message. Rather, 
the claims require that the second message be displayed before the first message.
